Notes oF GENERAL INTEREST 


The Disbursing Clerk of the Post Office Department announces as ready for 
sale maps showing the rural delivery service in sundry counties in 32 States. 
More than a thousand of these maps are now ready, the price being 20 cents 
each. 

By action of the Senate, taken September 11, it was decided not to publish a 
second edition of the Official Congressional directory during the present session 
of Congress. 

Senate document 179 describes the growth and culture of the Levantine grape, 
which is the true name of the currant of commerce. This fruit is the principal 
commercial export of the Kingdom of Greece. 5 cents. 

Senate document 169, the printing of which has been ordered, will be a de- 
scription of the works of art in the Capitol building, with biographies of the 
artists. 

Senate document 173, of the 68d Congress, is to be a compilation of the acts, 
treaties, proclamations, decisions, and opinions relating to and lists of officials 
in the noncontiguous possessions of the United States and also in Cuba and 
Santo Domingo. 

It is a fact which must be surprising to many readers that the United States 
Government does not in any form publish the proceedings of the Federal courts. 
‘Che reported decisions and opinions of the Supreme Court are published through 
the Banks Law Publishing Company of New York and those of the other courts 
are published only in the Federal reporter published by the West Publishing 
Company of St. Paul. Just why the publications of this coordinate branch of 
the Government are left to private publishers is something not readily ex- 
plainable. It is apparently due to accident and custom more than to any 
Government intention. The Supreme Court reports, known in usage as United 
States reports, of which there are now more than 220 volumes, were the sub- 
ject of lively discussion in the Senate, September 11, as recorded in the Con- 
gressional record, pages 5087-91. 

Senate document 181 of the 63d Congress is announced on its title-page as 
being the Constitution of the Confederate States. Readers should be careful 
not to be deceived by this title-page. Asa matter of fact, only three small para- 
graphs from the Confederate Constitution are contained in the document, the 
remainder being extracts from laws of the Confederate Congress relating to the 
subject of tariff. 5 cents. 

Condensed history, duties, and practical operation of the Department of Com- 
merce and its several bureaus and offices, with laws relating specifically thereto, 
is the title of a pamphlet dated July 1, 1913, and issued by the Publications 
Division. The bureaus of the Department number nine, their titles being, Cen- 
sus, Coast and Geodetic Survey, Corporations, Fisheries, Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, Lighthouses, Navigation, Standards, and Steamboat Inspection Serv- 
ice. Surely an extreme variety of important and diverse interests for one 
Department to have in charge. 

National Museum Proceedings, vol. 44, is now on sale, price $1.25. 
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Labor Statistics Bureau Bulletin 131, which is also no. 3 of the Wages and 
hours of labor series, has for specific title Union scale of wages and hours of 
labor, 1907-12. This is a study of much interest to many readers. The facts 
have been collected in 89 cities, all relating to time rate and none to piece rate. 
Price, 10 cents. 

The seventh Digest of comments on the Pharmacopoeia of the United States 
of America and on the National formulary has recently been issued by the 
Hygienic Laboratory of the Public Health Service, and is for sale by the Super- 
intendent of Documents for 45 cents. The authors find it necessary to explain 
in the preface, as they have done in the prefaces to the previous Digests, 
that the spelling of the English pharmacopoeial technical term “ syrup” with 
an “i” is forced upon them unwillingly by the rules of the Government Print- 
ing Office. 

Special consular reports 60, entitled Foreign markets for railway supplies and 
equipment, price 25 cents, shows that American exports in this class of manu- 
factures have greatly increased in volume during recent years. 

Labor Statistics Bureau Bulletin 120, which is also no. 2 of the Industrial 
accidents and hygiene series, is entitled Hygiene of the painters’ trade. 10 
cents. 

The first Farmers’ bulletin with the new engraved heading, distinguishing it 
very markedly from the previous series, the number of which in the whole 
series is 558, is the first one to bear the title Agricultural outlook. Its contents 
are present day news of the crop prospects, thus supplying the place of the 
former monthly Crop reporter. It is understood that this title, Agricultural 
outlook, will be repeated at frequent intervals, and always on one of the num- 
bered Farmers’ bulletin series. 

The number of a bulletin of the Labor Statistics Bureau of even more than 
usual interest is 121 in the whole series and 7 in the Retail prices and cost of 
living series. The immediate title of this pamphlet is Sugar prices, from refiner 
to consumer, study made in 1911 and covering 1901. 1905, 1910, and 1912 as well. 
The preface states that the report shows the prices paid by the refiner for raw 
sugar and the prices received for refined sugar by the refiner, the jobber. and 
the retailer, successively. 10 cents. 

Land decisions, vol. 41, and Interstate Commerce Commission Decisions, vol. 
26, have been recently issued. The price of this volume of the land decisions, 
entered in this catalogue, is $1.75 and of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
Decisions, listed in the August catalogue, page S4, $1.50. 

Many persons suppose that the Pension Office has issued or is about to issue 
a list of the living pensioners. This is an incorrect supposition. based un- 
doubtedly upon the provision found in Statutes at large, vol. 37, page 1019, 
which requires the Commissioner of Pensions to keep a record of the age, resi- 
dence, ete., of service pensioners of the Mexican and Civil wars and to supply 
this record to those desiring it for a certain fee. The limitations will make this 
a very incomplete list of pensioners, including but one class, and that one com- 
paratively limited. 

Nos. 1, 3, 5, 6, 8, 22, and 23 are the earliest issues of the new series entitled 
Bulletin of the Department of Agriculture. No. 1 is a contribution from the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, A. D. Melvin, chief, Sept. 17, 1913. Each of the 
numbers gives at the outset a similar complete credit to the Bureau from which 
it proceeded. The Animal Industry Bureau contribution is entitled Medical 
milk commissions and certified milk. It is an extensive revision of Animal 
Industry Bureau Bulletin 104, published in 1908. No. 22, from the Biological 
Survey Bureau, is a compilation of the game laws for 1913. No. 23, from the 
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Office of Public Roads, is entitled Vitrified brick as paving material for country 
roads. These bulletins of the Department are often larger than the Farmers’ 
bulletins, seem to be printed on better paper, and have a uniform engraved 
heading somewhat similar to that now used on the Farmers’ bulletins. They are 
usually sold at 10 cents each, but the price is not uniform, as some smaller 
numbers at 5 cents have already been published. The Farmers’ bulletins have 
been of such uniformity of size that it has been possible to keep the price at the 
uniform figure of 5 cents each, with the single exception of 513, Fifty common 
birds of farm and orchard, which, having colored plates, necessarily costs more 
for production, and is sold for 15 cents. 

Senate document 188, 63d Congress, Training for citizenship, an article on 
the Winston-Salem plan, is an interesting contribution to the present movement 
toward a larger scope of education in civics. 

’Tis sixty years since is the title of an address delivered at Columbia, S. C., 
Jan. 16, 1913, by Charles Francis Adams, an old-time New England abolitionist, 
who says that if sixty years since it had been predicted that he would ever live 
to express his views concerning the relations between North and South in the 
capital of the extremely southern State of South Carolina he would have 
thought that prediction beyond reasonable credence. The address which has 
been reprinted as Senate document 186, 68d Congress, is an interesting series of 
reminiscences, reflections, and prophecies by this grandson of one President and 
great-grandson of another and himself one of the ablest men of his generation. 

The numerous contributions of the Bureau of Labor Statistics in its special 
field during the month included the first number of its Conciliation and arbitra- 
tion series, which is also whole number 124 of the bulletins of the Bureau. Its 
subject is Conciliation and arbitration in the building trades of Greater New 
York. Price, 10 cents. 

An index to Farmers’ bulletins 501-525 is just out. Price, 5 cents. 

An amendment to the Urgent deficiency appropriation bill, offered by Senator 
Fletcher of Florida, September 25th, and adopted, provides for the discontinu- 
ance of the second volume of the Official register, popularly known as the Blue 
book. This is the volume which has contained the names and compensation of 
all employees of the Post Office Department. The Department was quoted by 
the Senator as giving the opinion that no good purpose would be served by the 
further publication of this volume. 

The Fine Arts Commission appointed by President Taft in 1910 is at present 
composed of D. C. French, sculptor, chairman, F. L. Olmsted, landscape archi- 
tect, vice-chairman, Thos. Hastings and Cass Gilbert, architects, E. H. Blash- 
field, painter, Charles Moore and Peirce Anderson, with Col. Spencer Cosby of 
the Army as secretary. By direction of Congress, the Commission, acting 
through its chairman and vice-chairman, has been inspecting the structures of 
the Panama Canal with a view to recommending artistic features for its per- 
manent structures. This report, with many illustrations, is published as Senate 
document 146 of the 63d Congress. It is a pamphlet of unusual interest and 
value. 55 cents. 

North American fauna 35 is an elaborate study by Vernon Bailey of the Life 
zones and crop zones of New Mexico. 45 cents. 

Pop corn for the home is the title of Farmers’ bulletin 553, and Farmers’ bul- 
letin 554 bears the name Pop corn for the market. No. 553 praises this grain 
as “affording a pleasant and healthful treat for the family in the long 
winter evenings” and gives recipes for various pop corn confections, while no. 
554 says that “the principal characteristic that serves to distinguish pop corn 
from other kinds is the tendency of its kernels to evert or turn inside out 
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when heated”; also that “ there does not appear to be any record of the origin 
or early history of pop corn”; also that “ good grades of pop corn will increase 
in volume from 12 to 20 times on popping”; rules are also given for growing 
and marketing. It is not ready for market till the summer following that of 
its growth. It is not sold by the bushel but by the pound. 

Vol. 29, Official opinions of the Attorneys General of the United States, is 
now ready. Price in paper, 50 cents; in sheep, $1.50. 

Digest of the opinions and briefs of the Solicitor of the Treasury, Jan. 1, 
3911, to Dec. 31, 1912, is now for sale. 25 cents in cloth. 

Register of the commissioned and warrant officers of the naval militia of 
the United States, Jan. 1, 1918, is but just received. On page 5 appear correc- 
tions to June 1, 1913, and this date is apparently nearer to the actual date of 
publication than the one given on the title-page. Price, 10 cents. 

United States National Museum Bulletin 80, A descriptive uccount of the 
building recently erected for the departments of natural history of the United 
States National Museum, is the unnecessarily elongated title of a clear, careful, 
minute, and excellently illustrated description of the new Museum building, 
undoubtedly one of the most important and successful museum buildings in 
the world. Cloth, 45 cents. 


NEW SERIES 


The Mines Bureau has published its Bulletin 53 as no. 1 of a new series 
denominated Mineral technology. This initial number, which was entered in 
the August catalogue, has for title Mining and treatment of feldspar and 
kaolin in the southern Appalachian region. It is an elaborate work of 170 
pages with illustrations and map. Paper, 35 cents. 


PROTECTION OF MIGRATORY BIRDS 


The Superintendent of Documents has received a number of inquiries as to 
the new law for the protection of migratory birds. This is not a separate act. 
It is found in the act making appropriations for the Agriculture Department 
for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1913, and ending June 30, 1914. It comes 
under the heading Bureau of Biological Survey, at pages 847 and 848, Statutes 
at large, vol. 37, part 1. 

It provides that migratory game and insectivorous birds “shall be deemed to 
be within the custody and protection of the Government” and “shall not be 
destroyed or taken contrary to regulations.” ‘These regulations were to be pre- 
pared by the Agriculture Department (meaning the Biological Survey Bureau 
of that Department), and made public for three months before their final adop- 
tion. After three months they were to be submitted to the President for 
approval. 

This has been done, the President gave his approval October 2d, and the regu- 
lations are now in force. 

Cireular 92, Biological Survey Bureau, contains the regulations and the text 
of the law. Circular 93 of the same bureau is an explanation of the regulations. 
These circulars are sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 5 cents each. 
The entries for both circulars will be found in the Monthly catalogue for June, 
1913. 


INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE ON SAFETY AT SEA 


Three committees of Government officials, the first on Aids and Perils to 
Navigation, the second on Radiotelegraphy, and the third on Efficiency of Offi- 
cers and Crews, have made reports to the Secretary of Commerce for his con- 
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sideration in the preparation of data for the use of the United States delegates 
to the International Conference on Safety at Sea, to be held in London, begin- 
ning Nov. 12, 19138. 

The Hydrographic Office, the Revenue-Cutter Service, the Lighthouses Bureau, 
the Weather Bureau, and the Navigation Bureau of the Commerce Depart- 
ment, are represented on the Aids and Perils to Navigation Committee; the 
Navigation Bureau, the Naval Radio Service, the Army Signal Service, the 
Revenue-Cutter Service, and the Standards Bureau on the Radiotelegraphy Com- 
mittee, and the Navigation Bureau, the Revenue-Cutter Service, the Steamboat- 
Inspection Service, and the Public Health Service on the Efficiency of Officers 
and Crews Committee. All of the committees, however, were designated by the 
Secretary of Commerce. The original purpose was to include in the mem- 
bership of the committees expert representatives of various private organiza- 
tions and companies most intimately connected with the subjects of inquiry, but 
failing an appropriation for this purpose circular letters of inquiry were sub- 
stituted and the replies received were considered. 

The report of a fourth committee, that on Construction of Hulls and Bulk- 
heads, is now in press, and reports from the Cemmittee on Lifeboats and 
Davits and the Committee on Fire Protection will follow. 

The President has appointed 12 delegates to represent the United States in 
the London conference. 
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PROPOSED OFFICIAL JOURNAL AND AN ALTERNATIVE 


Representative Richmond P. Hobson of Alabama introduced, September 8, a 
bill (H. R. 7978, 68d Congress) to provide for the publication of an Official 
journal. The provisions of the bill show that the proposed publication would 
correspond in some measure to the Official gazettes which are issued in nearly 
all countries but our own. The chief difference is that Mr. Hobson provides 
that his official journal shall include only matters of “ general public interest,” - 
while most of the official gazettes, as seen by a browser in the great collection 
of them in the Library of Congress, appear to be largely made up of matters 
interesting to the official class only. 

President Roosevelt wanted a United States Official gazette, and wanted the 
Committee on Department Methods, usually known as the Keep Commission, to 
provide plans for it. The Committee turned this subject over to its Assistant 
Committee on the Organization of Editorial Work and an Official Gazette, and 
the Assistant Committee worked strenuously but unsuccessfully at the prob- 
lem, calling numerous witnesses, circularizing all interested officials, and in 
other ways seeking information bearing on the feasibility of such a daily, tri- 
weekly, semiweekly, or weekly publication. They found such a great number 
of official periodical prints having equal claim to inclusion in a Gazette that 
the task of selection was very difficult, and they finally adopted a report which 
declared in effect that whether an Official gazette was or was vot created, noné 
of the existing periodical publications for the information and direction of the 
public service should be discontinued. These publications are bow very numer- 
ous, and so divided and subdivided that in almost all instances Government offi- 
cials and employees, and the public also, may receive the printed information 
desired on any particular subject or subdivision of a subject without the neces- 
sity of loading up with undesired matter. The chief objection to an Official 
gazette is that it would necessarily carry a great grist of official information, 
so that the person who secured it for the sake of one item of official news 
would be compelled to take at the same time many items that he would not 
eare for. In small countries, with few interests, this objection is not serious, 
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but in large countries, where governmental activities are mu!tifarious and on 
a great scale, it is not only serious but overwhelming. The United States has 
most assuredly outgrown an Official gazette. 

Mr. Hobson’s proposed Official journal might perhaps escape the chief diffi- 
culties by limiting its contents to matters of general public interest. These are 
1o0t so numerous as the matters of particular official interest which are now 
published in many orders, circulars, notices, and leaflets issued daily or at 
longer intervals. 

House bill 7973 provides for the publication by the Public Printer “at least 
weekly ” of the proposed Official journal. A joint committee from the House, 
the Senate, the Supreme Court, and the nation at large is to select a boaré 
of editors and staff necessary for making the compilation. The joint com- 
mittee is also to determine the size of the Journal and the pay and tenure of 
office of the editors. 

So far so good. But in sec. 3 the project splits on a mathematical rock. 
The edition is to be limited to 1,500,000 copies, from which each Senator is to 
be supplied with 25,000 copies and each Representative with 15,000 copies for 
free distribution. There are now (taking no account of temporary vacancies) 
96 Senators and 435 Representatives. A brief mental computation shows that 
2,400,000 copies would be required to supply the Senators alone, while the 
Representative quotas call for 6,525,000 more, a total of 8,925,000. Should the 
Journal even approximate to the size which necessity would seem to demand, 
the production of such an enormous edition would be beyond even the capacity 
of the “biggest printing office in the world,” which the Government Printing 
Office at Washington is supposed to be. 

Though the “ twenty-five thousand copies” and the “ fifteen thousand copies ” 
are spelled out in the bill, it is probable that they are erroneous and that 
2,500 and 1,500 were meant, making the edition to be distributed through the 
medium of Congress weekly, semiweekly, triweekly, or daily, as the joint com- 
mittee of two Representatives, two Senators, one Supreme Court Justice, and 
one citizen at large may determine, 892,500, or one-tenth that to be distributed 
under the provisions of the bill as it now stands. The reduced distribution 
by hundreds instead of by thousands would leave from the edition of 1,500,000 
a remainder of 607,500, which, as provided in the bill, would be distributed 
“under such rules and regulations as the joint committee shall prescribe.” 
This, also, would be an enormous distribution, and the joint committee would 
probably find that even the general superintendence of it would involve an 
infinity of annoying details. 

Of these two enormous distributions, if past experience furnishes a guide, 
probably nine-tenths would go to waste. The Senators and Representatives 
could supply addresses to the Postmaster General, and he could send them 
to postmasters and rural carriers with directions to deliver the Journal to 
them, and the Public Printer could deliver the printed sheets in bulk, as pro- 
vided in the bill, but who could guarantee that the addressees would make 
use of them when received? The Official journal would have no stories or 
local news, and the prominent features of the official proceedings of the Gov- 
ernment would reach the local newspapers by wire even before the bundles of 
Journals could be put on the cars at Washington to begin their long journeys 
of days or weeks to their various destinations. Even could they be received as 
promptly as telegraph dispatches, are there many citizens who would care to 
have them? 

Newspaper stories of important doings at Washington are certainly read by 
numerous citizens, but reading the official orders, proclamations, notices, re- 
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ports, statistical tables, etc., etc., in endless array, from which the newspaper 
men have already extracted the public interest, “ that is something else again.” 

There are of course a few students, librarians, and statisticians in every 
community who would use and preserve an Official journal, but in most com- 
munities they are very few, and in most instances these few already know how 
to get the official publications they need. Few things are easier to get than 
United States public documents. It happens sometimes that the popular 
demand is not correctly estimated, and too few are printed, such being the 
case, as in one instance, with the compilations of treaties and conventions 
of this country with other countries, for which there is a constant sale 
demand, and at present no supply. But usually the error is in the other direc- 
tion, and thousands in excess of any possible demand are printed, and after 
causing (sometimes for many years) infinite annoyance and large expense 
in storing and keeping track of them, are finally condemned as waste paper. 

Should an Official journal be freely supplied in such profusion as proposed. 
it is much to be feared that it would soon be contemptuously disregarded. 

The Keep Commission’s Assistant Committee on the Organization of Editorial 
Work and an Official Gazette received from an official correspondent an alter- 
native proposal which it considered with some favor, though not making a for- 
mal recommendation for its establishment. This was an Executive gazette, to 
contain all official papers of the President and such other material as he might 
choose to have published in that form. 

Because of his place at the head of the Government, every word officially 
spoken or written by the President is an essential part of the history of the 
country. There is now no one place where all of these official utterances can be 
found. Their publication, in fact, is made in so many forms and places that 
even the most industrious librarian must often be in doubt as to whether he has 
all of them. When the official Compilation of the messages and papers of the 
Presidents was made in the ’90’s the industrious men who hunted up the ma- 
terial found it in all sorts of documents, old and new, original and compiled, 
and a surprisingly large part of it in old newspaper files, having never been 
officially published at all. Despite their enterprising and industrious efforts, 
prolonged for years, they were compelled to add to the final volume an appendix 
of 120 pages made up of official papers of Presidents, from Washington to 
Hayes, which they had not been able to find during the progress of the work 
but which turned up from unexpected sources too late for consecutive publi- 
cation. 

If there were an official periodical in which annalists could safely depend on 
finding all the official utterances of the Chief Executive, that periodical certainly 
would be of great value and interest. Whether this is sufficiently the case to 
warrant the founding of such a periodical is perhaps a question worthy of con- 
sideration by the proper authorities.
